Anda Happy New Year 


@ Every dot you see on this map 
represents a city or town where one 
or more railroads purchase material 
and supplies or fuel. In Kentucky 
last year the railroads made pur- 
chases in 377 cities and towns 
located in 102 of the 120 counties 
in the staté. 

A similar map of the Nation 
would show that railroads bought 
70,000 articles in 12,174 cities and 
towns in 2,637 of the 3,072 counties 
of the United States. 

Your neighbor, the Louisville & 
Nashville, made a substantial part 
of these purchases. It bought 20mil- 
lion dollars worth of goods last year 
and three-fourths of that sum was 
spent in the states it serves. Nearly 
six million dollars of it was paid 
to industries in Kentucky alone. 

But the railroads have had to 
curtail their purchases in 1938. In- 
creased revenues and a return of 


normal traffic are needed to ‘bring 
about a resumption of railroad buy 
ing in large volume. Such an evene 
tuality would stimulate industrial 
activity throughout the Nation and 
cause the reemployment of thous 
sands of workers. 

Given greater freedom to adjust 
rates to mect competitive situations, 
to adjust services to the demands of 
traffic and to adjust expenses to the 
conditions of their business, and 
placed on an equal footing with all 
other forms of transportation, the 
railroads will be enabled to earn 
more, and thus to increase their 
purchasing power and employment.

There is one important matter that our people had as well 
understand now and for all time. Thousands of dollars come 


into our county for various purposes each week and month |: 


but practically every dollar of it goes quickly back from 
whence it came. The grocery stores get the major part af it, 
the whiskey emporiums another portion, the bootleggers about 
get the remnant- In a few days every dollar of this money has 
left the county and as far as general circulation was concerned 
it helped only a very few people. No less than $4,000 is paid 
to WPA workers in the county every 15 days and yet few of 
these workers eevr have a dollar of this money in their pock- 
ets. The grocery man gets the larger portion of it and’ sends 
it away for other groceries. 


The important point about this all is that as long as our 
business people fail to provide substantial employment at 
home and furnish products for home consumption this condi- 
tion will continue. No country can any longer flourish where 
a general circulation of money is curtailed. When everybody, 
if that were possible, has a little handy money around that 
everybody is happy: It is the opposite of this when this is 
not 60. 


Today there is more money intended for circulation in 
the United States by far than ever before. The banks are 
full of it, a portion of it is in the pockets of the well-to-do and 
the rest is not sufficient to furnish anybody much with even 
trading money. Needless to say Christmas always causes peo- 
ple to lay aside a little money to buy Santa Claus and this 
tends to cause a lull in all other businesses. The first of the 
year will see our country settle down with much better pros- 


pects for the future- 


Accidents during the holidays claim a heavy death toll. 
Let us ever be watchful and practice the safety rules. Happi- 
ness and Good Cheer can easily be changed into tragedy, re- 
morse and regret.
